The pirates of our river, disdaining any longer
the perpetration of peity thefts, concladed on &
grand havl at once, and last night made the
attempt, With what success the sequel shows.

The officers of the Arsenal haviog frequently
missed quantities of pig lead of Jate. and judging
that the river pirates had caused s disappenr-
ance, set & watch last mght in order to cateh
the thieves if they made another attempt, Toe
sentry was instantly on the alert, Every pre-
caution had been taken Lo insure their detection
and apprehension.

Consequently, when the fellows landed from
their bonts they were at once seen by the sentry.
As soon as they had proceeded some fifty yards
up the bank, moving in the darkuness, he hailed
them. Receiving no reply to his challenge he
fired, as did also Msjor Beebe, who was standing
by Lis gide. Withonot waiting to learn the resalt
o? their shooting, the two then rushed towards
the approaching pirates, Seeivg them coming,
the latter tarned and precipitately fled, The
sentry enplured ove, however, who afierwards
gave the name of Johu Miller,

Others of the fellows plunged into the greek
in the endeavor to awim scross, HKeachipg the
shore the Major and the seutry aguin called
upon them, ordering them 1o retarn,  Noatten-
tion being paid to this demand, the Major fired
s second time, aiming at ove of the escaping
swimmers, The ball was true to ita mark, and,
throwing up bis bhunds, the man saok belo  the
water. Anolher mun was evidently badly
wounded, lor, still pursuing them, the Major
orosted the ereek nnd found upon the opposite
bank a lrall of blovd., This he lfollowed to a
bullding used us n barrel fastory, but there lost
it, and could not digcover the bleeding fugltive,
The others asouped,

At the mounth of the cxreek a sloop was found
anchored, This, and three yawl-boa were
caplured,

lut wis manifest that the robbers had come in
the eloop to the place where it was found an-
chored, and thence nad proceeded iu the small
boa's to the Arsensl. Had they sncceeded in
their attempt, they could bave carried olf u lurge
and valuable quavtity of lead,

Whereas, A warrani was heretofore lssued by
me under the great sealof the Hiate, beariog
date Lhe 25th day of Jully, A. D. 1864, suthorizing
and reqnlring ?ou. the sald Peter Lyle, on
Tuesday, the $5th day of August, A. D, 1808, be-
tween 1he hours of 10o’clock 1n tne forenoon
and 8§ o'cloek in the afternoon of sald day, %o
execute the sentence of the Court of Oyer and
Termiper in and for the sald city and oonuly
of Philadelphia, in this Commonwgalth, on a
certaln Alfred Alexmmar. who was convioted
sl the gald Courl, In the city and county afore-
gald, of the erime of murder in tpe first degree,
and sentenced by sald Court to suffer the
penally of death;

And whoroas, It 18 now farther urged that
the su'd Alexander should be respited Inde-
finltely, or pardoned, for reRsons glven by
many responsible citizens of Philadelpoin, and
other paris of the Commonwealth; and I am
willing that the farther time asked for should
be aliowed tothe prisoner and his frlends to
furolish addittonal proofs and reasons, \f any
eab be glven, to Justify the exercise of Execu-
tive clemency. And whereas, Tne evideace
exhibited and the rensons offered thus far do
not warrant a pardon:

Aow, therefore, In consideration of the pre-
mises, 1, Jonn W. Guary, Governor of the said
Commonwenlth, by virtue of Lbhe power and

FROM WASHINGTON.

The People of Tennessee Petition the
President for Protection.
Special Despateh to The Bvening Telegraph,

WaAsHINGTON, Sep!, 11.—At half-past 10 o'clock
this morning the Committee ol the T nnessee
Leglslature, composed of W. H. Wisewell, of
the Eenate, and Thomas A, Hamilton and J. H.
Agee, of the Houte of Representatives, called
upon the Presidebt for the purpose of laying
before him a petition calling for United States
troops to preserve order in the State. Mr,
Wisewell read the address to the President.

It starts oul with the statement thut the com-
mittee was appointed by the Legislatore now in
gession for the purpoze of laying before the
President an account of the condition of afMairs
in Tennessee, The Leglslature, now in extra
session, was called together by Governor Brown-
low that it might pass laws calling out troops
for the protection of the people against the Ku-
Kiux Kian, That there is such an organlzation
in the South as this is demonstrated by the best
proofe, It 18 estimated that in Tennessee alone
it numbers some 40,000 members,

The address then goes into the detalls of the
operalions of the Ku-Klux. These fully cor-
roborate the statements which have appeared
fiom time to time in the newspapers, Bhoollng,
banging, and whipping are all favorite modes
by which the ex-Rebels persecute the Union
men, white and black. The operations of the
Ku-klux are carried on in the night, aud so
extensive is the organization that outrages are
simulianeously committed in difforent parts of
the State. Although the Kian makes iittle dis-
tnoetion in its visit to Unton men, its enmity
seems mostly directed against the negroes.
Many of these, who were employed on piauta-
ticus for a year with the understanding
that they should get a part of the crop, have
been forced to flee for their lives, leaving the
regult of their labors behind them. Lynoh law,
as & matter of course, prevails 1o a great extent,
and the courts are powerleas to defend the
supremacy ol the law. Nearly all the members
ot the Ku-Klux are. ex-rebel soldiers, though
the Committee state with pleasure that eome of
the ex-rebel officers and soldiers disapprove of
the organization. Muvny of the Ku-Klux declure
the present State Government of Tenneisee
tliegal, and boldly anuounce their intention of
resisting it.

When the preseot Legislature met in October
last they were disposed to be liberal, and in a
gepirit of liberality substuntially repesled the
military law passed by their predecessors, in the
hope that the professions made by the Demo-
crats would render soldiers uonecessary., In
this they regret to say they have been mistaken,

for no sooner was the law repealed and the
soldiers digcharged, thun the Ku-Klux sprang up
1o Tennessee and commenced their midnight
depredations,

The Committee asked the President to take
sleps to give protection to the law-abiding citi-
zens of Tennessee under the provisions of the
Constitution of the United Btates. This they
do, not because they believe that the State
authorities axe unable to suppress the Ku-Klux,
and prowect the Union citizons, bul because the
Leglslature deems it beiter Lo have Federal
troops. The Iatler are preferred to mihtia,
because they have no personal likes or dislikes
to influence them, nor would they be subject
themselves, after discharge from the service to
wrongs snd outrages for baving been in the
Stute service, The Ku-Klux threaten that no
election shall be held in the counties of the
Siate where tbef have the power to prevent it,
They have already warned numbers of
Unpion men that they shall not be sllowed to
vote, uniess they vote the Democratic ticket,
The Legisiature hoped that the numbers of the
Ku-Klux Klan would decrease and their out-
rages be diminished. In this they were mis-
taken, It had delayed action in expectation
that the efforts ol ceriain promivent men, lately
of the Confederacy, would be successful in
breaking up the Ku-Klux; they are, however,
on the incresse all over the Bla'e, and notliing
Is vow lelt but to resort to the [ree use ol
troops.

The address concludes thus:—"We therefore,

on beball of the Legislatute of Tenuessee,
respectfully urge that  yon  send, as
early as practicable a sofficient  Federal

force 10 that State 1o aid the civil anthorities to
act with them in suppressing these wrongs and
brioging to trisl the guilty partles; giving as-
suravece to all that law will be enforced, crime
pumished, and protection extended to such
oflicers and citizens as may sttempt to execute
the lnws or prevent their violation, The Legis-
Intore of Ternes ee, in sending us to make this
request, did 2o uvpon the ground that she is purt
of the great Awerican Unlon, contributing to
the support of the common Government, enjoy-
ing i's benefits snd blessings, and that they ara
askiog of the Government of the Unitad Btates
thut which they be.deved they had aright to
ask vnder the Constitution,

Toe luterview between the President and (he
committee trom the Teunessee Leglslature lasted
for over an l;qur. Represeptatives of the press
were excluded nt the request of the President,
and the members of the commitiee were enjoined
10 secieny. They slate, Fowever, that they were
kKindiy recelved, and they seem to feel encouraged
The matter will be lavd before the Cabinet
to-dny, and the committee are to have another
interview with 1tbe President to-morrow, when
he will glve them a definite aoswer to their peli-
tion for troops.
